Be Practised 



Dec!ariiig that departinciit heads 
figuring in the 1932 budget a year- 
ago failed to follow economy otdcrs 
^of Mayor Curley, the Boston Munici- 
pal Research Bureau issued a state- 
ment last night to the effect that 
"the public will watch expectantly 
how they will be able to cut amounts 
in the estimates to l)c submitted 
Nov. 1." 

RESTS WITH MAYOR 

The l)ur 'U states that, if department 
heads of ity repeat the procedure 

of last y the "threat of a tax in- 

crease wiv jcome real." The bureau, 

'among oth r things, elates that the 
initial responsibility resta with the 
Mayor. Tlie statement, in part, says: 
"The people oC Boston must pay for 
1932 the highest tax In history. For 
the present that burden must be ac- , 
oepted, having passed beyond the ' 

'power of thauKe. But for the Inunedi- j 
alo future, and witlt extreme urgency, \ 
it puts a duty upon cily and county 
officials which Mu.yor Curley himeelf 
has delinod in a recent order to all 
dt>parlrnent head.^. He stated that a 
reduction in VSXi is 'not only desirable, 
but imperative.' 

Only Five Per Cent Less 

"One year ago, in calling (or the 
19;i2 budget estimates, the Mayor spoke 
the .same demand for economy with 
a strong voice, iiut apparently not 
strong; enough for depart ment head.s to 
hear. When the department heads pre- 
.sented their ITO-' budgets, far froin 
ehowliiK reductions, they asked ap- 
propriations, e.xclusive of the public 
welfare and soldiei's* relief depart- 
ments, that were $2,(K)0,IKIII larger than 
liiose' actually nunh^ for Vy.w, 

"The records .•■how Hint ilie Vxt cilv- 
count\- hndgel, e\clu.'M\e of puitlic we! ■ 
ffire anri aoltliers' relief, was redurrrl 
le.ss than 5 ner cent fmra the 1831 
budget, ,ni;d less than 2 per cent from 
Ihe aclu;il "Xpentlilures of Ili'U.

Points to Error 
by 'Tin. Com" 

No "Extra" Aiiihorized in Con- 
tract and No Sewer Connec- 
tion Made as Reported 



HOSPITAL TRUSTEES 
REPLY TO FIN. COM. 



Mayor Curley today sent to Ihe 
Finance Commission the report of the 
City Hospital trustees, relative to the 
charges of the Finance Commission re- 
cently that J. A. Singarella, tontractori 
doing work on the hospital premises, 
had not followed the specification of a 
• ew'crage contract. 

In the report the trustees deny that 
they have Ijccn imwarrantedly liberal 
with contractors doing hospital woik. 
iinrl the.v expressed their coniiden;:e in 
Architect James H. Ritchie, assuring 
Mayor Curle.v the interests of the tax- 
payers will bo fully protected, in that 
no consideration will he given to any 
claim for an extra unless, in the opin- 
ion of the corporation counsel and the 
lirchitect. it should be paid. 

Tha trustees' report stated that 
Architect Ritchie made the recommen- 
dation to the trustees that the extr.a 
be paid for and sent a copy of his 
recommendjitions to the Finance Ctmi- 
mission, but u|Xin consultation with 
tiu^ hospital trustees there was some 
doubt whether the extra should be | 
Allowed ca recommendation if the 
arcViitcct. The report stated that en- 
gineer Kmerson of the BMnanco Cinii- 
mifision was consulted by architect 
Ttitchie, who acted upon his own initia- 
tive in the matter, nifchio Avithdrow 
3iis recommendation and notliied both 
the city Law Departmc.it and I'^inance 
Commission. 

The trusters' report pointed out that 
tile extra, has not been authorised for 
payment by the hospital trustees and 
thn cit.y Irfiw Department .'itill lias 
the legal problem before It. 

The report of the trustees stated that 
on Sept B architect Ritchie wroto the 
Fi-aance Commission no connection 
T^'ith the sewer was ever made ns 
«tnted in tlie report of tlie Finance 
Commission, and engineer T^^rnerson of 
the Finance Commission replied on

Replying '.u the criticism of the Finance 
Commission on scwor worlc on the City i 
Hospital premises, the trustees today ] 
deny that thoy liave been guilty of "un- 1 
warranted liberality to contractors en- 
gaged in hospital construction." declares 
th.tt no "extra" rompen.sation liad been 
autliorizeil for the contractor, J. A. Slng- 
arella, and reiterate their confidence in 
their architect, James H. lUtehle. 

The reply of the hoard .signed by Jo- 
seph P. Manning, president of the boaj'd, 
is directed to the mayor, who ref(ueKted 
it, and transmitted by him to Franic A. 
G™dwin. chairman of the Finance Com- 
mission. It says; 

"After the architect had made thei 
recommendation to the trustees that the 
extra bo jiaid and had tsont a. copy oi; his

"Jn order to settle the disputed ques- i 
lion whether this should he allowed as 
an extra at the reciuest of the architect, 
the Law Dppartmecnl w.is asked to give 
consideration to the provisions ot the con- 
tract to determine wliether or not the 
■ ontractor was recr.ilri'd to do the extra 
vvork by the proviaionH of the conlraot. 
riie engineer of the Finance Commission 
■fvns coiiHullcd by the architect upon hi.s 
jwn initiative to consider with him the 
.arious eiiKineerlng' factors involved. 

As a, leHiill of the conference with th-:

"The report ot the engineer of tin 
liiiatice <-nmniiss!on ipdleates that he has 
some doubt as to whether or not :;n cx'i.i 
should lie paid, but the extra ha.s not 
been autliorizud for payment by the lius- 
piltil tru.stccH. The law department .still 
has the legal problem before it for cun- 
siileration.

nndcrnourishment, illness and the kindred hardships. 

But the people of Boston do want their money so generottily 
appropriated by them to be spent honestly, intelligently Mid 
with as rau^h scientific and economical administration nec88salf|j| 
to prevent the sweet virtue of charity from being debauched. 

The people nf Boston do not want these funds to be dis- 
bursed to cheats, chiselers, swindlers and other harpies who 
wilfully and outrageously misrepresent their conditions. 

Since the spotlight was put upon this situation, the welfar* 
disbursements have decreased $53,000 per month, or at the raU 
of $600,000 a year. Employment has somewhat increased, it 
U true. But that does not tell the whole story of this subatanUM 
■aving. The fact is that many of the cheats and chiselsrs havt 
absented themselves from the charity rolls because they noW 
fear the possibility cf detection and prosecution.

long as the civil service ILsts are filled. ■ 
Expected criticism by the mayor of 
the met;iod,c followed by Civil Service 
I Coinriii.<xsioner Paul E. Ticrney did not 
ir.atenallze. In fact. Mayor Curley 
made no specific mention of the com- 
missioner. 

Tlie mayu -^dr'.ssinR U-e group said: 
"I called you nerc today to tell you 
there is no'liing I can do : y\>j.. AS 
long a.s the civil servic^J li.?t,s are filled 
I cannot do a thing. I regret exceed- 
l;igly that this .state of affairs exists. 
I but so long as the lists are maintained 
I it is useless for you to look forward to 
I reinstatement as temporary employes. 
'Tn falrne.ss. I .say that no hope wlU 
bo held out to anybouy. There is only 
one pro.i«'t, the Hunlinijton avenue sub- 
way, whicli may provide employment, 
but in tliat case the law provides lor 
preference to veterans and there at<e 
IKist.s for 2000 veterans on the lists. It 
Is not fair to lead you along by false 
hop<>s. It is a liorrible time to lose 
your posit ion.s. it simply doesn't do you 
any good and there is nothing that I 
can extend you." 

A voice from Uie floor: "Did a like i 
situation ever ^xist imder any previous I 
Democratic Governor?" Curley'a reply, 
except for "I can't answer that," waa 
Inaudible. In a louder voice he said, 
"I a.isunie certain asencies have been 
extremely busy." Another voice from 
the floor: "It is perfectly pbyiaja." 

It, has been a practice under the 
administration of C.irley and other 
ma\()rs to extond iJllt'cal gratUltlKa in 
the form of temporary employment ms 
rodmen, draft-smen, '.nspixtors Kind 
clerks. A large number were given such 
employment, being able to do so because 
lio rhil service liet"-- existed.

So Admits 



Did So at Cost, He Says in 
Reply to Dowd's Charges 



All prpsrriptions paM for by tho 
Boston Wclfarp Dfpartment Rxh fillPd 
at the drugstore of Edward H. Willcy 
of South Boston, a ninmbcr ■ ot thP 
Welfare Board, Councilor John F. 
Dowd of Roxbury charged at a meet- 
ing of the Boston City Council yes- 
terday. 

It is about time that Mayor Curley 
iprevented persons from using a public 
office for their owa financial benefit. 
Councilor Dowd declared apropos of 
Mr Willey. 

In a statement given out last night 
In reply to the Dowd charge, Mr Willey 
snld: 

"In May, 3932, du ■ to the small 
amount of money available to people 
for food, rent, heat and light It became 
necessary for the board to fun Ish 
medical appliances, eyeglasses and 
medicines In extreme needy cases. 

"It became apparent that the method 
of supplying these needs, namely al- 
lowing the recipients to purcliase tho 
supplies without proper supervision, 
v/as very unsatisfactory and the board 
voted that the question ho left to the 
chief visitor and myself to affect a 
proper adjustment and report to the 
board. This report has now been 
completed and awaits board action. 
In the meantime I have been supplying 
medicine in necessary cases. It is a 
service I have no desire to continue, 
considering the amount of v;orl5 and 
service Involved, to say nothing of the 
fact that such medi'-ines have been 
willingly supplied at i:ost." I 

Goodwin Attacked ' 

Councilor Thomas Durke of Ward 17, 
who has been one of tho most insis- 
tent for an investigation of conditions 
among the personnel of tho Public 
Welfare Department, claimed at the 
Council meeting that Chairman Frank 
Goodwin of the Finance Cnnirnission 
had not given him the Information ho 
had requested earlier. 

Councilor Dowd, besides hts refer- 
ence to Mr Willey, took a fling at 
Chairman Goodwin of the Finance 
Commission, claiming that Oondwin 
has been evasive and had "ducked" 
all along.

There wa.s a oonferencc on the proj- 
I ect last Thursday between the pub- 
lic trustees, Mayor Curley. the Metro- 
politan Transit Council and the Boston 
Transit Commission, but the meetmt; 
was terminated abru|)tly when tlov 
lEly asked that Ihey take no action 
' until he conferred with tiiem. 

It was reported at that time that the 
directors of the Elevated iewed the 
projosed subway extension ''ith dis- 
favor because they thoucht tho ex- 
pense involved was (i;reater than was 
warranted by tho financial condition 
of the road. 

The extension of rapid trr '.-iit faeili. 
ties under Huntir.rton av was author- 
ised by the last IjeRisla lure, an act 
heins passed to expend $8..~iOO,000.

Gov Ely favored the project as pro- 
vided work for the >memployed. 

At the time. Mayor Curley an- 
no\mced that ,I<>hn J. l^ydon. Soldiers 
Helief Comniissioncr, had requested an 
additional appropriation to provide foi 
the r.imilies of ex-service men. Ho 
said the action was necessary because 
of ihe completion of the Common- 
wealth-av rapid transit project where 
the men had been employed.

Mayor Curley's Plea 

Mayor Curley said in part; 

"The extension of Uio Rapid Transit 
facilities to Jamaica Plain from Ar- 
lington st would make possible the re- 
moval of tho reseivation and tracks 
upon Huntinston av, and as a conse- 
quence provide a wide boulevard into 
the city in place of two narrow lanes 
as at present. It would, in addition,

The comml.'^slon declared the entim- 
eratlon indicated that Ritchie "had been 
iinwarrantcdly liberal to contractors at 
the expen,se of he city," ant' the ccm- 
mi.ssion recommended that the mayor 
'take steps to end the scandalous au- 
thorization of improper practices on 
building contracts at the City Ho.spilt'i;" 
CONTINUES CONTROVERSY 
The commission's report continued a 
controversy over Ritchie's attempt to 
award extra recoir.pen.se of S3900 to 
Joseph A. Slngarella, contractor, for 
work at the City Hospital. The work 
for which Ritchie would have Singa- 
rella be paid additional money was not 
an "extra," but was specified in the 
contract under whicli Slngarclla look 
t.he job, the commi.ssion contended. 

Complimentai'y references to Ritchie 
by the City Hospital trustees In their 
explanation to Mayor Curley of their 
understanding of the a/fair drew sharp 
comment. 

Tlie finance commi.ssion stated in the 
report: 

In view of Mr. Ritchie's record 
as .set forth, we do not t>elieve the 
trustees are ju.stifled In .wch com- 
plimentary refererces to the archi- 
tect a.s were contained in their re- 
cent statement to your honor. 

The city of Boston ha.s given Ren- i 
prously of its business to this par- \ 
ticular architect. Since 1921 the I 
city has paid the firm, of which Mr. 
Ritchie was the leadinp member 
.$51,'), 996 in fees for architectural 
services. More than 90 per cent, of 
this has been tor hospital or in- 
stitutional construction. 

It would .seem to the finance com- 
mi.ssion that a fi.'-m to whom the 
city was so generous as this record 
discloses should be on the alert t<j 
save moiiey for the taxpayers. Yet, 
here le the record takin from the 
fllM of the Qnance conunlMtton ot 



of three large elevator companiea 
complained to the finance commW- 
sion that Mr. Ritchie had so worded 
the specifications for elevators as 
to shut out all but one concern 
whose elevator was exactly speci- 
fied in the contract.

Frankly ho told the gathering t'lat 
they could make all the suggestions 
they saw fit and that the Mayor and 
Overseers of Public Welfare could 
•.crept tlicm if they saw fit. 

He contended it was an executive 
branch of the government and that 
the City Council had no power over 
H:. He told the body it had a power 
of refusing to vote money for welfare^ 
purposes. j 

'If we vote money for ^velfar© pur- 
poses knowing that conditions are 
wrong, we are guilty of malfea.«:ancc, 
are we not?" asked Councilor Murray 
and Mr Doyle replied, "yes." 

Mr Doyle ."-aid that the city law de- 
partment ruled that the Finance Com- 
mission is the only investigating body 
of the city and when the Legislature 
gave the Commi.ssion that power it 
took away whatever powers, if any, 
that the City Council had previously. 

When asked If the Council wanted 
to investigate, if it could proceed 
legally, he said that if the Mayor and 
the Overseers of the Public Welfare 
were willing that the Council in- 
vestigate and would supply the 
necessary information, then the 
Council could go ahead. 

After investigating, then the Coun- 
cil could make whatever recommenda- 
tions it saw fit and the Mayor and 
Welfare Department could do with 
the recommendations as they saw fit. 

That was; tlio situation when Coun- 
cilor Burke offered an order that 
Comimssioner Hultman, Chairman 
Goodwin and the others he directed 
to appear Tuesday. Chairman Mc- 
Grath did not like the word "direct," 
and the word request was substituted.

Communication to Mayor 

The commission'.s cominumc.Uion to 
the Mayor reads in part: 

"Tht^ attention of the Finance Com- 
mission was first called to tho possi- 
bility of giving tho ccintr.ict'.ir, Joseph 
A, Singarella, an extra payment pt 
.$.'itl2.'i.(i7 for work in connei-tion with 
the I.;iundry Building required by his 
Icriijinal contraii. by the recipt of a 
communication from the architect, 
Janus H. Ritchie, m whi"h he stated 
that ho was enclosing; a copy of a let- 
ter sent to the hospital truste.5g and a 
di.igram showing the work required for 
the laying of a sower conne 'tion. 

"Mr Ritchie came to the oflicc of the

two hours with Gov. Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, Democratic candidate for presi- 
dent, and after the conference it wa-s 
announced that the mayor will Jcavc 
Boston on Oct, 24 for a series of cam- 
paign speeches wliich will take lihn to 
I Maine, New Hampshire and Pennsyl- 
vania and have the effect of removing 
him from Massachusetts for the last 
two weeks of the presidential cam- 
paign. 

As a result of Mayor Curley's itinera- 
ry, he will not be in Boston, It is 
thought, on Oct. 27, when former Gov. 
Alficd E. L.nith will advocate the elec- 
tion of Gov. Roosevelt. Nor will he be 
in Boston when 'he Democratic presi- 
dential candidate speaks there on 
lOct. 31. 

During almcst all of the month of 
September Curley campaigned for 
Roo.sevclt in tht West. 

Mayor Curley's removal from the 
Ma.ssachusetts political picture, as far 
as the presidential campaign Is con- 
cerned, was attributed bj- observers here 
to his unpopularity with Democrats 
friendly to Smith. 

Mayor Curley, who conferred with 
William J. Farley, chairman of tne 
Democratic national committee, earlier 
in tiiC day. has definitely decided on the 
time and place ol nigm, oi nis s))oeciies. 
However, even this iiortion of his 
Itinerary was not announced with the ex-

In replying to the recent report of 
the City Hospital truatees on the sewer 
"extra" at the City Hospital, the Finance 
Commission rIvcs Its vprslon nf he oasp 
aK it was prpsentoil by the iirchitfiL ami 
enumerates tho protests It havs made to 
recommendations by James II. Ultchte, 
architect, whnso firm, it is declared, has 
been paid more than $500,000 In fees by 
the city since 1921. 

The commission declares that the 
enumeration Indicates that Illtchlo "had 
been unwarrantedly liberal to contrac- 
tors at tho expense of the city," and 
asks the mayor "to take steps to end 
the scandalous authorization of Improper 
practices on building contracts at the 
City Hospital." 

"The attention of the Finance Com- 
mission," says the report "v>'na flrst 
called to the possibility of givins the 
nontrartor, .losoph A. Slngarella, an ex- 
tra payment of $3025.67 for work In con- 
nection with the Laundry Building re- 
quired by his original contract, by the 
receipt of a communication from the 
architect, James II. Ritchie, in which lie 
stated that he wim enclosing a copy of 
a letter sent to tlio hospital tr\istees and 
a diagram showing the work required 
for the laying of a sewer connection. 

"Mr. I-Utclili^ came to the office of tho 
Finance Commission and spent some timo 
explaining tlie conditions and necessity 
for tliu work to the commissions engi- 
neer, but the information before tho 
Finance Commission at the concliision 
iof his visit was tliat the work was In- 
tended to t)c paid for as an extra. 
' "On Investigation It appears that Mr. 
Ritchie app'^ared before the hospital 
iruRtees before he sent the letter to the 
Finance l.'onmilsslon to explain the ne- 
cessity for this work as an extra. 

"Chalrniiin Manning of the board of 
trustees has admitted to tho Finance 
Commission (hat It was suggested to Mr.

NEW DEPAUTMENT NEEDED 

Boston needs a new depailmeni of public 
well'are at tlic earliesl rime iws.siblc, 'riic lunda- 
meiital trouble wiUi llic present department is 
Inefficiency, due to an outworn and totally in- 
adequate organization. No matter what ex- 
planations may be oflcred for the delects dis- 
closed first by the finance coinmission and re- 
cently by the police department, the public 
knows that the machine which worked fairly 
well 16 years ago cannot cope w-ith the big busi- 
ness job of distributing 12 millions a year now 
Patchhi!; an old fabric '.>ill not do. Makeshilr 
improvements are useless. We must have a new 
eystcm outriHln. 

Mayor Curley would ayrec to this. He asked 
the IjfgisUUurc t.o pass a bill for r new depait- 
ment a tew months ago. The linance commission 
has twice demanded the abolition of the pres- 
ent system. The municipal finpnce committee oi 
the chamber ol commerce is nn record for a 
now and better oit:anization. 

Wliqt we now have is an unpaid board of 
12 overseers. It elects its chauman and treasurer 
from .its own mrmbersiiip and appoints a sal- 
aried e'xecutlve ofTiccr as the ranking tlcpanment 
official. Tu-clvc sub-committees ol the overseers 
control all th'' work through this secretary Such 
a system is ideal for inefficiency. It olters every 
facility for sidc-stepping and divided responsi- 
bility. Tile finance commtssion report ea last 
year that it had found a s.vstcm "wide open for 
fraud and di'.lionesly." 

We need centralized authority and r«si>onai- 
bility. The mayor asked for a single salaried 
eommissioner. with two salaried deputies. The 
legislative eominittee on cities reported a bill, 
warmly advocated by Representative Louis N. 
M. Des Chenes of Pltchburg, for a single respon- 
sible commissioner, to be assisted by an unpaid 
advisory board of ten members, half to be named 
by the mayor from candidates nominated by 
five of the principal private welfare agencies. 

The relative merits of Ihese or other plans 
are proper topics for discu.ssion. The time is 
gone by for any debate over the necessity tor 
a centralized administration. The general wel- 
fare and the protection of the taxpayers de- 
mand it. Nor is an elllciency .system necessarily 
devoid of sympathetic consideration tor human 
need. New York. Pliiladelphia, Chicago, Pills- 
burgh, Cincinnati, all have single commissioner 
s.vstems. Only when Boston gels a new .system 
will public c-.nfidencp in the city's wellare ad- 
ministration be restored.

Now, with M«yor CurJey'8 sanction,, 
comes the direct use of city employees 
tor "registration work." Any men on 
the municipal payroll who can be 
-spared" for this purpose may be as- 
signed to it, his honor told the depart- 
ment heads recently. As a result, scores 
of Beaton's employees— numbering b» 
many as 500, according to one estimate— 
hftve gone out through the various 
wards, to induce people to register. An 
assurance is given, of course, that the 
city-paid Vv-orkers are carrying on this^ 
campaign impartially, appealing to all 
persons alike, regardless of their party 
affiliation. It is, however, flatly impossi- 
ble txi accept this statement at more 
than Ave per cent of its face-value. 
City Hall politics being what everyone 
well knows they are, the partisan pur- 
pose of the movement cannot be doubted. 
That the use of city employees for such 
a purpose exliibitti a low standard of 
ethics in administration of the public 
service, is well indicated by the historical 
record.

Mulhern Says Registration 

Places Undermanned 

— 500 Disappointed 

VIGOROUS LETTER 

SENT TO MAYOR 



Mayor C\irley and his Democratic 
city committee were directly charged b> 
former Senator Joseph J. Mulhern last 
idght 'Aith refusal to co-operat* with 
the Democratic .state committee in thf 
promotion of its drive to mcrease regis- 
tration of voters in Boston. 

The registration last night, Mulhern 
said, was handicapped by underman- 
ning of the i»lls. He charged that hi.s 
efforts to e.stabli.sh .-ontacts with the 
ma,vor and with Peter F. Tague, chair- 
man of the election commission, had re- 
sulted In failure. More than 500 
prospective voters were prevented from 
being regiscercd, he declared, by the 
nesiect of the mayor and the election 
commission. 

Mulhern, director of registration for 
the state committee, wrote a vigorous 
letter to the mayor in which he stated 
that he would not riiscu.ss the mayor'.s 
motives for this alleged neglect at this 
time. 

He urged the mayor to correct the 
present situation tonight and tomorrow 
night when the time for registration 
expires. Failiue to provide adequate 
accommodations, he predicted, will pro- 
duce a protest of such proportions that 
"will .shock them out of their cushioned 
chairs." 

Mulhem's letter to the mayor fol- 
lows: 

The facilities provided by you lor 
local registration in most of the 
22 wards of this city between the 
liours of 6 and 10 P. M. tonight 
were entirely inadequate and such 
unpreparedncss, to say the least, 
was extremely negligent. 

In older to illustrate, here are a 
few of the pertinent hapijcningsi 

1. In ward 16, Dorchester, at 
the Ellen H. Richards school. Beau- 
mont street, at 7:20 o'clock there 
were 64 por.sons in line with one 
.set of regi.strars workmg. During 
the night at least 64 jiersons re- 
fused to stand in line and wait 
more than an hour which would i 
liave been necessary foi- them to 
register. ' 

2. In ward 15 at tlie Gushing 
.school on Robinson .street at 7:25 
o'clock there were :i8 i-jorsons in 
line .ind at least 30 refused to wait 
during the night. 

3. In ward 13 at the Edward Ev- 
erett ACli:)ol approximately ino were 
registered and 25 refused to wait. 

These .same conditions obtained in 
wards 14 and 21 and .some of the 
other wards. 

Despite several statement.', which 
have appeared in the press during 
the past week neither you nor the 
uity committee has lifted a hand 
to do one single ncu up txi this 
moment to aid in rcgtstratlon. What 
I believe to be your motives I will 
not dlscus.s at this time. 

The least you can do now is to 
give us enough registrars in the 
ward registration places tomorrow 
and 'Wednesday so that the citizens 
will not be deprived of their right 
to vote.

Police Head Writes Committee 
"Impossible to Participate 
Under Existing Conditions" 



Police Commissloiipr Eugene C. Hull- ' 
man declined an invitation to attend to- 
day's nu-etinK of tliecity council's com- 
mittee on public welfare, which is mak- 
in:; an inquiiy into the affairs of the 
public welfare depurtnieiit. lie said that 
in view of the fact that the mayor on 
Oct. 7 had discontinued the police investi- 
gation he thought It hiiproper for him to 
participate in tlie councirH inquiry. 

Mr. Hultman told the council of the 
reports which his bureau h.-id made to the 
r.iaycr and he underf;tood the council 
had copies of them, if not. he said, he 
would be jtlad to furnish copies, although 
In the case of individual recipients of 
aid he thought such information should 
be received from the overseers becau.^e 
the police had used care in not divulging 
names. In a letter to the committee, Com- 
missioner ifultnian said: 

"Considering ihc fact thai [lie Ovei-- 
seers of J'ublic Welfare arc charged by 
law with the rluties of disbursing public I 
aid and have the authority to determine | 
the conditions under whicli aid is granted, j 
and that it,M legal adviser, the corporaii.m j 
coun.'iel of the city, is empowered to i 
bring action in such cases as the wel- i 

fare authorities decide involves larceny, 
perjury, conspiracy, or demand action 
under the destitute parent clause of the 
so-called kindred law. it could be con- 
.strued a.s presumptuous and unwarranted 
interference un my part for me to make 
any comment at the present time. In 
accordance with the request of the mayor 
I have made niy report of what the po- 
lice found to exist directly to him and 1 
hope you will understand that It will be 
impo.ssible for tne to particlpato under 
the existing conditions. I'ermit me to 
assure .vou, ho'.cver, that 1 stand re.'ul.v 
and willing to lie of all possible nflslst- 
aiice to the honorable ("ity Council, but I 
must conllne myself at present to the 
public report which the police have 
made to his honor, the mayor." 

Hecht Is Questioned 

When (bairmaii MctJrath called the 
committee to order, .Simon I^. llccht, 
chairman of the overseers, was ques- 
tioned Ijy Councilor Hurke of Dorchester, 
the sixmsor of the investigation. Rvirko' 
iirst fnquired in the light of th-^ finance 
commission's investigation of the welfare 
department in 11)30 and 19,11. Mr. Hecht 
admitted that some of the disclosure.^ 
made at that time by the commission 
i were correct while others were a matter 
of o|iinion. Kmiihnticallv he opposed 
Chairman Goodwin's recommendatlon.i 
which resulted In a bill filed In the I.,e;^- 
islature last year that for the board oC 
twelve overseers there should be substi- 
tuted a. superintendent and two deputies. 
Mr. Hecht was examined clo.sely on the 
system then and now in usa in his de- 
t>artm<'nt. He admitted that the clerks 
as well as the visitors, were much over- 
••vorked but declared In his opinion the 
work is being handled all rljtht today. 
He denied the charges of the Finance 
Commission that the money from some 
of the trust funds was being improp- 
erl- used. Then, when the councilor 



quoted Chairman OOodwln that the ays- 
tern In use In the department wtui "wide 
open for fraud," Mr- Hocht replied, "If 
that was true why didn't more people 
take advantage of It?" 

As Hecht was leaving eight or ten 
councilors began hammering him with 
iiuestions, involving speclflo cases in 
their districts. Hecht said he could not 
aswer any of them as he wa.s without 
any data. The gist of their questioning 
hinged on the actions of visitors, -..lie 
councilors complaining tha in one dis- 
trict a visitor would allow one thing and 
in another this would lie disallowed un- 
der siniiar circmnstances. Hecht told 
the councilors to gather their data .and h^ 
would thrash the matter out with them 
later. At (his promise they desisted In 
their questioning. 

Prank A. Coodwin, chairman of the 
Finance Commission, also invited with 
Commissioner Hultman to appear, had 
not done so toward the clo.se of the meet- 
ing. Unlike Hultman, he had .sent no 
letter regarding his intention to be pres- 
ent.

Only 6064 Names Short of 300,000-400 Men 
Canvassing From House to House 



Mayor James M. Cur!»y announced 
today that registration of voters yes- 
terday totaled 4590, as against more 
than .SOOO on the same day four years 
ago. In all, 29,3,936 have been >e.;is. 
tercd. The Mayor today said that' in 
addition to 40,000 notices mailed , nd 
400 men working from hou.se to hoii.in, 
newspaper advertisements today v.-erc 
spurring rcgi-vtration. The advertise- 
ments, calling for registration ar.d 
votes for Roosev61t, Garner and z;ly, 
were personally signed by the Mayor 

In a statement this afternoon he 
Mayor said: "There is every indica- 
tlon that the total necessary to ex- 
ceed the 1928 registration will b« 
reached, if not surpassed, ,oday, s'.nc^ 
but 6064 additional registration are 
necessary to reach the total of jfK),000 
for Boston. 

"The usual complaints are made of 
delays and lack of necessary 'lerlral 
force, but these complaints have al- 
v/ays been made in the past anl un- 
doubtedly will be made in the futiire. 
and are not the fault of the iCIectinn 
Department, rather is it the fai/lt of 
the electorate, who postpone and delay 
registration until the 'ast few days, 
when the demands made by an exces- 
sive number of persons render ir ex- 
tremely dlfHcult to register all w.io de- 
sire to participate in the election. 
j "No one familiar with registration 
j work need anticipate anything different 
I and only those who have never par-

"Provided every individual Uiat seeks 
relief fi-om conditions that have be- 
come morn intolerable each year of 
the past four years, plus every indi- 
vidual who seeks a return to personal 
liberty through the repeal of the 18th 
Amendment, and that is not regis- 
tered, will do .so between now and 
Wednesday night at 10. the total of 
310.000 registered voters should be 
roflched.

An open letter condemning the reg- 
istration fiicilitieg in various wards 
throuirb',,.;.

Mayor Curley Tells of 
Conditions in West 



The first workers' report luncheon 
meeting: of the Associated Jewish 
Philanthropies campaign was held yes- 
terday afternov.li at the headquarters 
of the campaign committee, BIO Wash- 
ington 9t. Notwithstanding the severity 
of the -weather, the atlcn(>ancc was 
very large and many reports were 
made Increasing the grand total by an 
addition of S25,810, which brings the 
grand total to $244,193 to date, 

The meeting was opened by Henr.v 
Penn, campaign general chairman, who 
introduced as the- c'',ilrmaii of the day 
Sidney Fv,_binov;tz. ' le guest speaker 
was Mayor Cuiley, who received a very 
warm reception. Mayor Curley spoke 
of the conditions which he found o;i 
his trip to the West. He S'aid. in part: 
"The most unusual feature in connec- 
tion with our depression that has been 
in existence in America for now enter- 
ing the fourth Winter is the blindness 
of' those in high places to the serious 
character of this depression. 

"As Ray Matthews pointed out near- 
ly a year ago that unless something 
was done speedily, practically all pri- 
vate agencies would reach cxhauPition 
point in 90 days and the public 
agencies would be without the neces- 
sary funds to protect the people in the 
larger cities in America from famine. 
Notwithstanding this pronouncement 
by an authority, no action was taken 
to give the protection necessary for 
the welfare of the people. 

Conditions Are Worse 

"The fourth Winter is at our doors 
and if co,idi'.ions were bad last year 
they are nmeasurably worse now. In 
1929, after the stock market debacle, 
200.000 persons were without employ- 
ment. In IS.IO .T., MO, 000 were out of 
employment, in 19,T1 it was 7,.'i00,000. 
On the authority of no li'ss a person 
than William A. Green ll.OOO.OfJO adults 
will he without employment this Win- 
ter and with meager pro.«pects of em- 

j ployment. 

I "I realize that a msjoiily of the 



people who perhaps were eapeciaily 
generous a year ago are finding it 
extremely difhcul' to contribute this 
year. We owe it to ourselves to save 
the men, women and children in this 
community. How about the children? 
Wo ha- e no means of determining 
what toll in the future among the 
coming generation will be marked by 
malnutrition and undernourishraeut. 

"In Washington I met a repre- 
sentative of the McFaddcn Coranany, ■ 
who told me that they had established ' 
one-cent restaurants in New York city.

Wr. arc now going to secure a 
I place for women for one-cent lunch- 
j eons. We do not want bread lines, 
I we do not want undernourished chil- 
dren. We do not want suicides. 
; "Thcri: is no other element of tiie 
I population here which enjoys 'he 
j reputation which the .Jewish people 
i iiave for maintaining the standards 
ol generosity that the.y have alw.iys 
held aloft. Your fathers wonitsd un- 
der more trying circumstance* than 
you will e\'er work under, for smaller 
wages, they suffered and toiled so '.hat 
they could give their children a rjet- 
ter education and greater oppoituni- 
ties than they themtevles hacl know^ 
There is no element in this countrj 
that stands higher in the public esti- 
mation from the standpoint of ability 
and service and charity than the 
Je'vish people. You must put this 
drive for $600,000 over. You have no 
right to depend on three or four men 
like Kirstein, Penn, and some of the 
others. I often wonder if they arc 
counterfeiters, I see their names so 
often giving generously and continu- 
ously. It is about time everybody 
did tlieir part. 

"I spoke here last year. I gave 
$100. Today the conditions are ."iO 
percent worse than last year. I would 
like to contribute SI.W,"

The recent departure of the commis- 
sion from lt.s hitherto fixed policy of 
friendly co-operation with the mayor 
ha."!

Upon the 10 ea.scr, where owners of 
. premises refused to accept the 
lender made by the city of 10 per 
cent, in excess of a.s.-;e.s.cd valuation 
and Insisted upon trial and award 
by ,1ury. the a.s-sv.s.sed valuation wa-, 
.?92t.000 and the .lurv awarded $1,- 
•103,300 or .■>2.37 per cent, in excess 
of tlie ns,-essed valuation. 

Provided the entire 41 ca.ses had 
lieen trlrd by the jury and the 
awards in the rcmnming il were 
made In the same ratio as upon 
the 10 wliich were tried, the city 
would liave hern rcnulred to ex- 
pend $1,000,000 in excess of the 
assesAvd vaiuation in place of what 
artnally wa.s expended, in excess, 
about $2D2.0flO.

Thoufjh there was a letter on Mayor 
Curley'a desk from Bentley W. Warren, 
head of the BoBton Municipal Ite.search 
Bureau, asking: that payment upon tlie 
award nt the Transit Doparttnent fur 
the taking of the I'ettee property (.n 
North street be deferred until an exam- 
ination of the facts ha.'j been made, Cor- 
poraion Counsl Samuel Silverman di- 
rected the city auditor to make the n.iy- 
nient of the $134,000 and thus avoid what 
he termed a plain case for the courts. 

Mayor Curley, after readinK Mr, VVar- 
ren'.s protest dictated a. reply, in which he 
said he had conferred with the corpora- 
tion count-el and had been Informed by 
him th.at there is no way in which the 
city can justify a refusal to approve the 
payment to the ownei-s of the property 
in question. Ho added: 

"The facts relative to his case, a.s re- 
ported by the pres.s this day, evidently, 
had not been directed to your attention 
prior to the mailing of your letter, as In 
.all prolKibility had an opportunity lieen 
afforded you to examine the same, you 
would not have permitted your signature 
to appear upon the communication for- 
warded me. In view of the i;\i:\_ tluit the i 
award made by the Transit Department I 
h.'is been approved by the owners of tlie 
property, there is no wa.v in which the 
city can avoid its legal obligation to pay." I 

Corporation Counsel Sllverm.in de- 
clared that the legal i.ssue Involved 
should be patent to every lawyer, for it 
was a plain matter of contract. The 
award had been accepted by the owners 
of the property early in the month, and 
if the city should protest payment, the 
case could be presented to the Municipal 
Court and the city's law department 
would have no defense. Judgment, ho 
said, would be directed against the city, 
with interest at 6 per cent and the coats 
of the c.'ise. 

Mr. Warren informed the mayor that 
the evidence presented by the Finance 
Commission on tlie taking of the I'ettee 
property for p'.ir))oses of the Kast Bos- 
ton traffic tunnel "establishes the essen- 
tial truth of this expensive deal with 
unusual clearness, ' adding; 

"The people of Boston are being .isked 
to pay $134,000 for a parcel of land which 
the owner was entirely willing to sell for 
a not return of only js.'i.noo. The ov/ner 
was not only willing to sell but by a bind- 
ing contract agreed to sell the property for 
» net return of not more thnn $sri,00O. 
That means a net gain of $41),oon by an 
optionholder wiiom tlie I'inance (Com- 
mission has termed merely a speculator.' 
Thus $40,000 of the people's money wih 
go tn line the pockets of interested par- 
ties, who have done nothing tangible to 
deserve this large profit. 

"Forty-nine thousand dollars is not a 
vast sum of money, hut It is enough to 
house feed and clothe 4900 of the suf- 
fering poor of Boston — men, women and 
chlldren^ — for one week at $10 a person.

In this case the 
opportunity rests with the city to bloik 
an obvious attempt to make the city an 
easy mark."

nevvspapei.s before inquiring as to its 
authenticity. I am more surprised 
bccaik-ic in this case the article makes 
it so ilear that the Salvation Army Is 
not and never will be in politics. 

"I cannot think that you would 
wish me to divest mytelf of the privi- 
lege of my citizenship which imposed 
upon me the personal duty of voting 
at a Presidential election. Indeed, by 
having nothing to say as to their 
choice we impose upon our people their 
obligation to the Nation In this re- 
spect. 

"It Is (iifiicult to understand how 
my good-humored remark to the news- 
papermen, who have always sliown mo 
exceptional consideration, should be 
taken ..s Indicating that the Salvation 
Army was going into politics. 
j "Permit me again to thank you most 
sincerelv for any help, sympathetic or 
financial, that you have given to us in 
'the pnst which I have taken to he an 
expression of your confidence in our 
devotion to the great principles of the 
alleviation of the large cities' dis- 
Iresses, and also as an expression of 
your conlidence in the ability of our 
organization to handle relief meamre-'. 
After all. we must do everything in

Republican leaders, on the other 
hand, dechircd that groat gains have 
been miide in tlie towns oi the com- 
monwealth, wliere Republican strcngUi 
Is firmly rooted. Tiiey bank on the 
jtowns to swing the .'cales for the na- 
tional and state tickets. 

The total voting strength in the state 
is estimat.-ri nt 1.8(10.000 for 1932. as 
against l,722.2ti3 in 1928. this latter fig- 
ure being the record at that time. 

In Bo.ston. where the primarv regis- 
tration of 273.338 for this vear was but 
6500 less than the total vote cast for 
President in 1928, the figtnes for the 
1932 presidential and slate elections 
total 304.1)04. highest in the history of 
the city. Of this 304. .')04 the men num- 
ber 167.190; the women 137.314. 

Democratic workers hoped to send tin 
figure up to 310.000. Weather conditions 
of the past two days kept many at home 
who otherwise might have gone to 
register, it is pointed out, but last night, 
despite the storm, tlie regislration 
places were janiniod. Ni one was turned 
away. Hajf an hour after the doors had 
been closed at 10 o'clock all on hand 
had been taken care of.

Hurried payment by tlie cily yester- 
day of $134,000 to the iicirs of George 
H. Pettee, who are bound by contract 
to turn over .$49,000 (o William K. Bean, 
described by the hnance comml.ssion as 
a confident !a] employe of the transit 
commission, blocked the plan of the 
municipal research bureau to prevent, 
by a taxpayers' appeal to tlic courts, 
completion of a real estate Iran.saction 
connected with t!ie Bast Boston traffic 
tunnel project.

A significant disclo.sure, pertaining to 
land takings by the city, revealed the 
recent adoption of p, plan by which the 
finance commission has been cfloclually 
prevented from making any investiga- 
tion.

BREAKS '28 RECORD j 

5438 More Names on List; 
Other Cities' Totals Up 

Boston has Its record registration 
of voters for the State and national 
election, with 5438 more names on the 
rolls than there were in 1928, which 
set the previous record. The rainy 
weather of the past two days was be- 
lieved to have kept many citizens from 
registering, but city and State otficials 
said the.v were pleased with the results 
ot the drive. 

There are .•)04,504 citizens registered 
to vote in the 22 wards of the city, 
as compared with 209.066 in 1928. There 
were 273. "..IS voters registered for the 
primary this year and since that time 
01.166 names have been added. 

Mayor .Tames M. Curlcy's forces,

The electric 
cars have hied themselves underground, 
leaving the automoo.le tree sway on tut 
surlace. Both forms of transit will bene- 
fit much from the change. Klevated 
cars of the Beacon-street and Common- 
\<*alth-avenue lines will move to and 
from Park street with much more swift- 
ness and certainty than ever before; and 
the motor-trafflc, though still in con- 
flicting channels at the intersection, will 
be free of the obstructions and delays 
which formerly v;ere so excessive and 
exasi>erating. 

All the work of extending the > jylston- ' 
street subway under Governor atijare has 
been done by the Boston Transit Depa.t- 
m^nt. It has been no small feat. From ' 
the preliminary planning of the project 
ori through the intricate ta.sk of ex- 
cavating the land for the extension— 
without interrupting the ojx'ratlon of the 
trolley-cars— the Job has been one which 
expert engineers admit was distinctly 
c^illicult. Yet the wo-k has been accom- 
plished In nine months less than the 
tfiree years which it was expected to 
take at an outside estimate, nnd in three 
months less than the most fa^•oruble 
expectations. The presr-riljed cost has 
not been exceeded. Thr extension has 
be^en built within It^ limit of $4,935,000. 

-Private contractors, we feel sure, eould 
hi\ve done the Job tor less money, but 
in-the,se times it is only fair to note that 
tWfe project a,i conducted by the Boston! 
Transit Department has given employ- 
ment to some 1600 cx-.service men who 
otherwise might have drawn heavily on 
tine .soldiers' relief budget. By and large, 
it is a good record for any publicly nd- 
njiaistered department to have been able 
to make. There is reason to doubt 
whether the public agencies . ;.ny other 
eit-y In the country could have done as 
well in the conduct of a large and com- 
plicated construction Job. If that is so. 
thmi the ba,slc cause l.s not hard to find. 
Many years ago, the Bo.ston Transit De- 
partment was established with distinctly 
lilgh standards of professional com- 
pe'tence and public duty. Impressed upon 
it by some of the best citizens of the 
trfWn. It hwi kept the marks of its good 
origin ever since, and even In all the 
corruption of personal favors and politi- 
cal bribery which has run on In the 
municipal government itself, thl.s depart- 
ment hail 8t0ud on a better than average 
level.

CURLEY CALLS 
HOOVER MOST 
PATHETIC MAN 

A ringing appeal for a united 
Demociiicy in MuaMachusetts, the 
same :ioi;t that cleaved to the ' 
standard of 'Vlfred E. Smith in! 
1928, was contained in Mayor Cur- 
ley's address at the Arena. 

He contrasted the political his- 
tory of 1928 with that of this year, , 
"with an electorate made serious 
throush Ion:; .suffering;, as again.sl 
that of 192^ wnen iiiospctity was 
con\nion throughout the country, 
tlie "" 'n.ociacy dividi'd, funds dif- 
ficult to obtain and economic .>- 
sues abandoned for the more insid- 
ious and doba.sing un-American '.s- 
aues that should never be pornrt- 
ted in a political campaign." 

He piaised the high spirit and 
courageous purpose of the "Hapjiy 
Warrior." in the 1928 campaign, 
"holding aloft the banner (,f 
Democracy in what we now recog- 
nize was a hop.Mpss tigh' " 

He quoted statements of Repub- 
ican leadeis. made in 1928, con- 
cerning President Hoover and 
called "them truly prophetic. Sen 
Borah, Sen. r.off. Sen. Watson, and 
even Vice-President Curtis, scored 
the present Republioan leader in 
those days, h;' said, ciuoting Curtis 
im June of 1928 as saying:

tober, 'The depression is hut a 
temporary halt in »he prosperity 
of mir people,' and in DM-ember 
of the same year, We hnvo al- 
ready weatliered the worst of Mie 
storm."

EI,V INDORSES ROOSEVELT 

Tile capacity audience was regaled 
with political oratory for nearly four 
hours Tliose inside saw in swift suc- 
cession many of the jiarty sijellbinders 
march up before the inlci^)plione to tell 
why the Republicans sliould be turned 
out and !he Democrats put into offici'. 

Gov. Ely, like Smith. i)laced himself 
beliinri the national ticket, but devoted 
his address to state affairs, r .iewim; 
much ot his administration as it prog- 
iressed under Republican domination of 
legislators, councillors and department 
heads. 

Tlie climax to his address was inter- , , 

rupted bv Smith's arrival and .some of co\t led ,nat itwa-s 
tho.se In attendance liave not yet heard 
him flnisli v.ith the doilarati-jii that "I 
stand shoulder to shoulder with that 
great leader of our party. Alfred K 
Smith, in .supnorting Roosevelt and 
Gamer." Mention of the word Smith 
and the appearance of the "happy war- 
rior" provoked a demonstration that 
swept all before it. 

GOVERNOR POPULAR 

It was clearly evident from start to 
finish that It was a Smith audience 
and then an Ely audience. The more 
mention of Smith's name by all and 
umdry siwerhes was sufficient to cre- 
ite a din hut the popularity of the 
Governor with the Democrats was not 
far behind. 

Probably the mo.st frank section of 
Sm.ith's addre.s,s wa.s his o|)en declara- 
tion of rii.'-:satisfnction witli tlip out- 
come of tlie Chicago convention and 
the recognition th.it his Boston audi- 
ence likewise disliked It. 

He was urgent In demanding, how- 
ever, that the.se difflc'iltles Ije limited 
to the D<Mnocratic partv "without sym- 
palliy from Senator Moses or from his 
Republican powwows," 

In referring to his Newark speech he 
said he told the Ropubllcaiis .some 
things tiny didn't like to liear. These

Confronted by 15,000 hysterical adherents, Alfred E. Smith 
last night urged his New England friends to join with him in 
the "unqualified, full and complete support of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt." 

He coupled this dramatic appeal with a frank expression 
cf his dissatisfaction with the outcome of the Chicago conven- 
tion but pleaded for the election of his political godchild for 
' the salvation of the country in this crisis." 

T>uring the tumult provoked by the thunderous acclaim of an 
audience that tested the capacity of Boston Arena, for the first 
time smce he plunged into the presidential campaign, he gave 
his complete indorsement to the Roosevelt-Garner ticket. 
^ _ "I was not satisfied," he said, "with the Chicago conven- 
■ lion. I know that most of you were not satisfied either, but 
we 11 settle these troubles in our party." 

Thus did he throw the force of his entire strength behind 
ihe cause of the man who deprived him of a second chance to 
gain the presidency. 

So thorough was his capitulation to the national ticket that 
!ie prefaced his address with an appeal for its success and as he 
reached his climax he again called for the election of his old 
political ally.
